When James Clark left here a few 
days ago to consult the famous Mayo 
brothers at Rochester, Minnesota, in 
reference to stomach trouble neither 
he, nor-anyone else, suspected that it 
would be thre last time he would see 
Claresholm. On arrival at Rochester 
the doctors advised that the trouble 
was a serious one and that anoperation 
would be necessary. Mr. Clark con- 
sented and wrote home in cheerful 
mood expressing the opinion that it 
would not be long until he returned 
on the road to health again. Imagine 
the shock therefore when on Satur- 
day morning last a telegram was re- 
ceived announcing that he was fatally 
ill. Mrs. Clark left on the evening 
train reaching there on Monday to find 
that her'husband had rallied’and was 
some better. Apparently it was but 
% temporary rally. for -Wednesday 
morning word was received that he 
had passed away on Tuesday evening. 
The news cast a gloom ove? the town 
which was felt in every circle and on 
every side there was heard nothing 
but expressions of sorrow and of trib- 
utes to the worthiness of Mr, Clark as 
& man and citizen, 


Mr. Clark was born in the parish of 
Turriff, forty miles north of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, about forty-two years ago. 
When he was four years old the family 
emigrated to Canada settiing in the 
township of Sullivan, Grey County, 
Ontario, about six miles from the 
Village of Chesley. When he was a 
young man they moved to North Da- 
kota, settling south of the Turtle 
Mountains, Here they lived for se- 
veral yea 8 and here he met and wed-:

The musical festival held in Clares- 
holm last week revealed a genuine in- 
terest in music in these southern towns 
and if all the towns would co-operate 
there would, or could be held annually 
a gathering well designed to raise the 
standard of music and elevate the 
moral tone of every community. In 
deed it lends itself to such large pos- 
sibilties there should be some form of 
encouragement given by the munici- 
palties, Theidea is but in its infancy 
and with the application of the lessons 
born of experience the future should 
count much in the developement of 
the esthetic among the young people 
of the south. There were short com- 
ings in connection with the meeting, 
failures born of conditions but they 
would be easily surmounted and the 
future should see organization placed 
on & more easy running basis.

* Mr. John Herron, member for this 

triding in‘the house of commons has 
‘been critized for an alleged attack he 

made on the government in which he 
is inferred to have charged that the 
Canadian: and British immigrants are 
discriminated against and the Ameri- 
cans pampered and nursed. The Re- 
view. has looked up the offending 

. speech in Hansard and herewith pub- 
lishes it as officially reported so that 
readers can form their own impres- 
sions. 


Mr. Herron. Before the section 
passes I would like to read to the 
Houge an article, and ask the minieter 
foran explanation. Itis the state- 
‘ment of Mr. Bruce Walker, who I un- 
derstand is the commissioner of im- 
migration of Canada, who is in the 
United States at the present time. 
The statement was made in Chicago, 
and I am reading it from the ‘Stand- 
ard’, of Strathmore, Alberta: 


; J. Bruce Walker, commissioner of 
immigration of Canada, made this 
statement recently at the Great Nor- 
thern hotel in a discussion regarding 
modern methods of handling immi- 

tion. He said his country was 

nesting by the mistakes of other 
nations, that it took care of all immi-! 
grants for one year and considered | 
that heart, brain and brawn could be 
better interpreted than laws. ‘The 
boundry line between Canada and the 
United States,’ said Mr. Walker, ‘is 
little more than a line between two 
states or two provinces. Our immi- 
gration laws are so similar that there 
is really a mere exchange of courtesies 
at the boundry, but once with our na- 
tion an immigrant becomes a ward of 
the government for a year. Once a 
newcomer enters the immigration 
area-that is Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta—we care for him in sick- 
ness or distress, pay his doctor’s bill, 
nurse him, rebuild his house if it burns 
and jare responsible for his welfare. 
Why do we do it?—because it puys. 
We have found that the nearer the 
government comes to the immigrant 
the nearer the immigrant comes to 
the government. It makes him a 
better citizen. He feels that he has 
something better to depend on than 
even neighbours and friends. And 
from that feeiing springs a regard for 
his adopted country that can be only 
likened toa man who adopts religion; 
he believes in it,’

familiar to most of us, it not in the 
context where they are found here. I

At least, if the statement 
of Mr. Bruce Walker is not true, then 
I donot think he should be employed 
as representing this government in a 
foreign country; and if it is true, then 
I think it is very strange that foreign 
immigrants coming into this country 
should be treated in this manner. I 
do not see why an immigrant coming 
to this country should be treated in 
this way, nursed and protected as 
stated here, any more than a Canadian 
citizen or a man who would leave the 
eastern part of Canada, and go to one 
of the western provinces.
